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This is a decision on the renewed petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed June 21, 2007, to revive 
the above-identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to reply to the January 9, 2006 
Office action which stated that the appeal brief filed September 1, 2005 was not entered because 
it was unsigned. As the reply appeared to be bona fide, a period of one (1) month or thirty (30) 
days from the mailing date of the Notice was set within which to submit a signed appeal brief 
As no reply was filed within the time period set, and no extensions of time under the provisions 
of 37 CFR 1.136(a) were obtained, the appeal is, by operation of law, dismissed and the 
proceedings as to the rejected claims terminated. See 37 CFR 1 .197(b). As no claim was 
allowed, the appUcation became abandoned on February 10, 2006. See MPEP 1215.04. 

The petition decision mailed February 5, 2007 indicates the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) filed 
August 1 8, 2006 was dismissed as failing to provide the required terminal disclaimer and fee. 

The instant renewed petition includes the required disclaimer and fee. 

The renewed petition satisfies the conditions for revival pursuant to the provisions of 37 CFR 
1.137(b) in that (1) the reply in the form of a signed appeal brief; (2) the petition fee of $1,500; 
(3) the required statement of unintentional delay: and (4) the terminal disclaimer and fee have 
been received. Accordingly, the appeal brief is accepted as having been unintentionally delayed. 
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An extension of time under 37 CFR 1 .136 must be filed prior to the expiration of the maximum 
extendable period for reply. See In re Application of S., 8 USPQ2d 1630, 1631 (Comm'r Pats. 
1988). Since the $ 1,020 extension of time fee submitted with the petition on June 21, 2007 was 
subsequent to the maximum extendable period for reply, this fee is unnecessary and will be 
credited to petitioner's deposit account.
